Extract  cf  a  Irttcr  from  cur  correspen- 
dent  at  Plymouth,  dated  Wednesday 
evening  last.

"  the  key  of  Genoa,",  and  which  has 
hitherto  been  deemed  impregnable,  has 
been  taken  by  the  Aufirians  under  count 
Hohenzollern,  on  the  9th  ult.  by  affault 

 They  had  to  force  no  lefs  than  fix 

lines  of  entrenchments,  which  they  did 
in  defpitc  of  the  moll  obitinate  and  def- 
perate  refinance.  The  French  army  I 
under  Genarel  Maflena  is  by  this  atchiev-  ! 
ment,  completely  enveloped,  and  preffed 
in  every  direction.  On  the  north  there 
is  now  noitrong  place  to  impede  the  ad-  ; 
valu  es  of  Count  Hohenzollern  :  on  the  | 
eail  is  General  Ott'sdivifion  aided  by  the 
tnfurgenta  of  Fontana  Buona  ;  on  the  j 
well  is  General  Melas,  on  the  Height!  i 
Savona,  with  an  army  conf.lting originally  ; 
of  40,000  men  ;  and  to  the  fouth,  in  the 
Gulpbof  Genoa,  is  the  fquadron  of  Lord 
Keith,  who  according  to  letters  from  \ 
Leghorn  of  the  4th  ult.  failed  from 
thence  on  board  ♦he  Audacious  of  74 
guns,  for  the  exprefs  purpofo  of  co-ope- 
rating with  the  movements  of  the  Au- 
ftruns  in  th«  Genoefe  territo-y.  the 
army  of  Maffena,  which  is  thus  hemmed 
in  on  everv  fide,  is  faid  to  confiit  of  about 
15,000.  If  the  defper  ittfattempt  whichthe 
French  generals  promifed  t  r  the  21ft 
ult.  flnu'd  not  fuccced,  and  its  fuccefs  is 
beyond  all  probability,  there  can  belittle 
doubt  but  that  the  whole  of  this  army 
will  be  compelled  to  a  fpeedy  furrender. 

In  the  official  account  abovemention- 
ed,  it  is  faid  that  Gen.  Melas  "  had 
entered  in  part  to  Savona."  By  this  we 
prefume  is  meant  that  he  was  mailer  of 
fo  much  of  the  place  as  was  not  under 
the  immediate  fire  of  the  citadel. 

Letters  from  Strafburgh  of  the  23d, 
fav, "  that  the  army  of  the  Rhine  was 
actually  engaged,  that  the  action  com- 
menced at  fix  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  at  nine  o'clock  the  advantage  begin 
to  turn  on  the  fide  of  the  French.  This 
intelligence,  though  thus  circumflanti- 
aliy  given,  we  totally  difbelieve.  If  any 
action  had  taken  place  on  the  Rhine 
near  Kehl  on  the. 25th  it  is  not  poffibie 
that  the  refult  Ihould  be  known  at  Paris 
on  the  28th  and  particularly  as  there  is 
a  telegraphic  communication  between 
the  capital  and  Strafburgh.  Our  readers 
will  recollect  that  the  fame  intelligence 
was  given  in  the  Paris  papers  of  the  27th 
and  nearly  in  the  fame  trems.  In  thefe 
cafes  we  can  only  fuppoie  the  fact  to  be 
that  a  partial connonade  has  been  inter- 
preted at  fome  diilance  into  a  general 
adlion.

PARIS,  9th  Floreal — April  29. 
The  gazettes  of  Tyrol  and  upper  Sua-

fed  them,  taking  near  6,000  prifoners  ; 
and  that* on  the  13th,  14th,  and  15th,  he 
was  occupied  in  pur  firing  the  career  of

It  is  faid  that  two  veffels  fert  hy  a  i

Two  letters  from  the  count  de  la  Saulay 
formerly  a  general  in  the  fen  ice  of  France 
have  been  intercepted  :  one  was  adilref- 
fed  to  a  ladv,  and  the  other  to  M.  de  Sar- 
tine,  formerly  lieutenant  of  police,  and 
now  at  Tarragone. — In  thefe  letters  he 
announces,  that  the  Ruffians  are  retiring 
from  the  coalition  ;  that  there  is  no  more 
I  hope  for  the  monarchy  ;  that  the  Boiir- 
bons  arc  diiperfed  one  at  Mittau,  his  bro- 
ther at  London,  the  duke  d'Angu- 
leme  at  Mittau  tiie  duke  de  Berry  at 
Naples,  the  Prince  of  Conde  at  Grodno, 
and  his  iou  at  London. 


ARMY  OF  ITALY. 

Florence,  April  1  r. 
The  following  official  Bulletin  hasjuft 
been  pubdithed  here  : 

"  A  courier  from  f.  Id  matfhal  count 
HohenzoUei  n.  arrived  this  moment 
brings  t!ie  pleafing  intelligence  that  the 
B  >  hettt  was  taken  on  the  9th  of  April 
affault.  hix  rows  of  works,  which  ap- 
pealed impregnable,  were  fcaled  by  our 
troops  with  a  heroic  valour,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  molt  obflinate  refillance  on 
the  part  of  the  enemy.  The  main  body 
of  the  army  has  befides  taken  poffeflion 
of  the  fort  of  Vado,  and  has  partly  en- 
tered Savona.  The  lol's  the  enemy  has 
fullainedis  much  more  confiderable  than 
ours.  The  French  are  furrounded,  and 
defend  inemfelves  with  defperatioti. — 
The  details  will  be  immediately  publifii- 
ed.

ARMY  OF  THE  RHINE. 
Letters  from  Strafburgh,  under  date 
the  5th  Floreal,  April  25,  contain  the 
following  intelligence:  "The  armies 
have  been  engaged  fince  fix  o'clock  in 
the  morning.  It  is  now  nine,  and  the 
advantage  begins  to  be  apparently  on  our 
fide.  The  attack  was  made  by  our  cen- 
tre." 

April  27. 

Theminifter  of  general  police  has  ad- 
dreffed  a  circular  letter  to  the  prefects 
of  tiie  departments,  exhorting  them  to 
fupertntend  the  emigrants  who  may  make 
attempts  to  return  to  France.  Thevarc 
deiired  to  enforce  the  execution  of  the 
l.r.vs  againfl  emigration  in  the  ftrictelt 
manner  ;  and  he  concludes  with  obferv- 
ing.  tlut  the  mo!t  inflexible  juftice  with 
refpeel  to  the  emigrants  can  alone  confo- 
iidate  the  public. 

Two  veffcls  laden  with  provifions  have 
•nteredthe  port  of  Malta.  The  French 
abandoned  t'r.e  environs,  and  withdrew 
>nto  the  forts.  It  is  in  a  condition  to 
hold  out  for  fome  months  longer. 

BRUSSELS^  April  17:

This  army  begins  to  move.  Thedivl.

I  am  compelled  by  the  considerations 
of  juftice  and  perianal  attachment  to 
Col.  Pickering  to  declare, ch^t  the  recent 
publications  in  the  Aurora,  reSpecling  his 
pecuniary  transactions  while  Secretary 
of  Rate,  unfounded. 

The  accounts  of  the  Department,  while 
it  was  conducted  by  colonel  Pickering, 
have  been  exhibited  at  the  Treafury,  and 
:t  is  expected  that  they  willbe  finally  fet- 
tled soon  after  the  oHices  are  opened  at 
Wafhington.  It  appears  from  thefe  ac- 
counts, that  a  balance  of  about  500  dol- 
lars remained  in  his  hands  when  he  retir- 
ed from  office;  this  fum  was  deposited 
in  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  and  has 
this  day  been  returned  to  the  Treafury.

For  inftance,  the  8  per  cent  loan  occa- 
fioned  a  great  deal  of  fpecuiation  and 
Itock  jobbing:  a  hundred  thou  fa  nd  dol- 
lars borrowed  from  the  public  coffers  at 
that  time,  would  have  afforded  a  profit 
that  might  have  furnifhed  the  little  par- 
lour of  Mr.  Pickering's  cottage  in  Lu- 
zerne,.very  fnugly.  What  Mr.  Picker- 
ing might  have  done  under  this  conveni- 
ent perquitsite  of  difcretionary  draughts, 
jther  efficers  might  have  done  alio  :  &  the 
public  may  have  borrowed  at  8  per  cent 
their  own  money  from  their  own  fervants! 

Whenever  Mr^  Pickering  will  furnish 
a  statement  of  the  comparative  dates  and 
the  sums  of  his  draughts  on  the  Treasury 
and  his  payments  for  public  services,  we 
fliall  know  whether  Mr.  Pickering  is  fo 
poor  a  man  as  he  pretends  to  be  :  for 
100,000  dollars  drawn  in  January  maybe 
paid  in  December.

The  public  have  a  right  to  complain, 
that  any  taxes  are  laid  upon  t'h£tn,  or  any 
loans  are  made  at  eight  per  cent,  tiii  theie 
unaccounted  for  mil/ions  are  fatisfaclorily 
accounted  for  :  not  by  Mr.  Wolcott  con- 
tradicting the  ltatements  of  his  own  de- 
partment— not  by  accounts  ,  heduing  out 
to  the  public  one  meaning,  and  conceal- 
ing another—  not  by  accounts  partially 
exhibited  without  correfpondent  vouch- 
ers— not  by  general  assertions  unaccom- 
panied by  proofs  and  conrradicled  by  the 
assertcr  himfclf — but  by  fair,  full  and  in- 
telttgible  Statements;  which  the  public 
may  be  enabled  to  understand,  and  in 
whofe  authenticity  thev  can  confide.

LONDON,  May  i. 

Yefterday  we  received  by  exprefs,  Pa- 
ris Journals  to  the  27th  ult.  inclufive. 
The !Monitetlr  of  that  date  contains  the 
relation  of  the  late  battles  in  Italy,  offi- 
cially tranfmitted  to  the  chief  conful  by 
the  generals  Souchet  and  Ouduiot,  from 
their  refpeclive  head  quarters  at  Melono 
and  Pietra. 

Seldom  have  official  details  been  fo  art- 
fully confufed,  and  fo  well  calculated  to 
imprefs  an  opinion,  the  reverie  of  the  true 
ftate  of  facts,  which  can  be  made  out  with 
afliftance  of  a  map,  and  the  former  ac- 
counts. Upon  a  haftv  perufal,  we  find 
there  hasbcen  a  fuccelfion  of  engagements 
from  the  6th  to  the  15th  inclufive,  in  all 
of  which  the  French  have  had  the  advan- 
tage, ruak;ing/86oo  prifoners. 

But  thefe  letters,  fo  flattering  to  the 
French,  make  no  mention  of  the  fall  of 
Vado,  nor  do  they  acknowledge  that  Maf- 
fena,  and  the  s;reateft  part  of  his  army,  are 
cut  ofT  from  France,  except  by  fea.  Sou^ 
chet,  indeed  finds  himfelf  "detached" 
from  ?»I  iffena,  and  more  at  hand  to  fend 
accounts  to  Paris  ;  that  is,  he  is  cut  off 
from  M.tffena,  and  between  the  Auftri- 
ans  and  France,  while  the  Aullrians  are 
between  Ma  (Ten  a  and  France.  It  is  not 
owned  thrt  Savona  is  beiieged,  but  affur- 
ances  are  given  that  Savona  and  Gavi, 
"are  provifioned."  Why  are  we  not  alfo 
informed  that  Genoa  &  other  forts  are 
|irovifioned  ?  Becaufe  they  are  not  in  im- 
mediate danger,  Maffena  we  are  told  at- 
tacked theAultrians  at  Safello  &  AbifFola 
>:i  the  loth;  the  action  lafted  the  whole 
day,  and  on  the  1 1  th  he  drove  back  the 
enemy.  On  the  10th  he  mufthave  been  re- 
pulfeq  and  purfued,  or  how  could  lie  drive 
'>ack  the  enemy  on  the  1 1th?  As  he  made 
the  attack  hecouldnot  drivebackhis  oppo- 
nents without  havingbeen  repulfed, fince 
to  drive  back  luppofesa  previous  preffure. 

On  the  13th,  14th,  and  Ljjth,  wwrm  ac- 
tions took  place  ;  all  of  V^Wch,  according 
to  Souchet's  letter,  tenirnwudi  in  favor 


of  the  French.  Thi-,  is  f.dfe.  The  ohvW,n 
object  uf  thofe  arjtions  was  toe.vpel  f  e 
Auitria^s  from.the"^»eight  of  Savona,  8t  I  . 
.•3-cpj;;  t.'u:  coiijnunicaiioti  between  G.- 
noa  and  France,  j  In  this  object  MafL"  1 
failed.'  Souchet  is  liill  more  anxious  t  » 
conceal  his  own  misfortune  than  that  of 
MafTena.  He  never. retreats  but  after  1 
victory.  He  repulfed  the  Htingariaix 
grenadiers  with  great  lofs  from  Mologn!  , 
but  he  does  not  fay  that  he  lod  the  polt  ; 
an  event  which  mult  have  taken  place, 
fince  we  find  him  claiming  much  merit 
for  afterwards  taking  it.  On  the  ioth» 
Clause!, under  Souchet,  "  fought  all  day" 
near  St.  Jacques,  but  no  rtfult  is  menti- 
oned, though  the  letter  is  dated  the  161I1. 
On  the  izth  fays  Souchet,  "  we  fotlght 
all  day,"  again  he  conceals  the  refulti 
\Vould»he  not  have  boaitcd  had  it  been 
in  his  favor. 

Stripping  thefe  letters  of  mere  boaft, 
and  putting  out  of  consideration  the  num- 
ber of  killed,  wounded,  and  prifonefU 
on  either  fide,  the  following  appeals  toba 
the  true  ftate  of  facts  :  the  Aultrian  ge- 
neral Mclas  attacked  the  whole  French 
line  on  the  6lh  of  April :  but  he  made  two 
principal  efforts,  the  one  on  the  talt  fide 
of  Genoa,  along  the  lea  coaft,  which  fail- 
ed, the  French  taking  2,500  men,  and  Ba- 
ron D'Afpre,  prifoners  ;  the  other  acrofs 
the  mountains  covering  Savona,  whicn 
uicceeded.  This  laft  was  by  far  the  moft 
important,  and  the  former  was  probably- 
only  a  diverlion  in  its  favor.  No  attack 
was  made  on  the  Bochetta,  as  ftated  in  thw 
former  French  papers.  At  this  time,  the 
6th  ult.  Maffena  had  his  headquarters  at 
Genoa  ;  but  the  command  of  that  city, 
and  its  defence  in  Eaftern  Riviera,  were 
efpecially  entruited  to  general  Miollis. — 
The  heights  of  Savona  and  the  line  ot* 
mountains,  were  defended  by  ltrong  pofi.3 
occupied  by  two  diyifiops,  the  one  under 
the  command  of  general  Soult,  whicli 
(breached  towards  Genoa,  and  the  other 
commanded  by  general  Souchet,  which, 
ftreached  towards  France.  Thefe  divifi- 
ons  have  appeared  to  have  joined  hear 
Montenotte,  on  the  Bormida,  and  it  was 
by  this  way  that  Mclas  advanced  on  the 
6th,  driving  in  all  the  poits,  defeating. 
Souk's  left  wing  and  compelling  his  divi- 
fion  to  fall  back  towards  the  ealtward; 
one  part  to  protect  the  Bochetta,  and  an- 
other to  garrifan  and  provide  Savona  a- 
gainft  a  fiege,which  Soult  forefaw  would 
take  place,  as  he  found  himfelf*  unable  to 
refilt  the  progrefs  of  the  Aultri  ins.  By 
this  combined  attack,  MafL-na's  ailention 
was  divided  on  the  6lfi  ;  and  .is  he  went 
to  the  alfiitance  of  Miollis  to  the  ealtward 
of  Genoa,  Melas  no  doubt  found  an  ealier 
paffageto  the  fea  coaft,  than  he  might  o- 
therwife  have  experienc.d.  Souchet's di- 
vifion  Was  not  engaged  till  the  7th.  He 
was  then  driven  from  St.  Jacques,  ne\t 
from  Mologno ;  and  laltlv,  finding  a  co- 
lumn of  Auihians,afcendingthe  l'anaro, 
had  reached  Pieva,  and  threatened  to  fur- 
round  him,  he  fell  back  Weltward  to  the 
line  of  florghetto;  and  the  Auftrianj 
reached  the  fea-colt,  taking  Vado  inven- 
ting Savon  a,  and  cutting  off  one  half  of 
the  French  army  from  the  other.  Maf- 
fena, apprifed  now  ofhis  critical  fituation 
refolved  on  making  a  vigorous  effort  to 
re-eflablifh  his  communication  with  Sou- 
chet and  France,  by  recovering  the  heights 
of  Savona.  For  this  purpofe  he  intrud- 
ed Souchet  to  attack  the  AufHans  on 
his  fide  on  the  9th  and  10th,  while  Maf- 
fena attacked  them  at  the  fame  time  on 
the  other  fide.  We  find  that  Souchet  re- 
took Mologno,  and  was  fighting  briikly  on 
the  t  ith  and  izth. 

We  find  alfo  that  on  the  10th  Maffena 
attacked  the  Aullrians  at  AbilT  .la  n  \  the 
I  fea-coalt,  and  at  Safello  on  the  moun- 
tains;  but  we  neither  find  that  h.-  eaifed 
the  fiege  of  Savona,  or  re-eftahli.ii   1  risj 
communications  with  Souchet.  MafTena 
;  continued  the  attack  with  great  vig  "U 
the  1 1  th,  12th,  13th,    14th,  and  15th; 
I  and  though  we  are  told  of  advantages  and 
i  numbers  of  prifoners  can  perceive  that  he  . 
j  failed,  the  Auitrian  line  remained  Onbro- 
ken.    On  the  21ft,  another  great  effort 
I  was  to  be  made,  which  would  decide  the 
||  fate  of  one  of  u-e  armies.    Maffena  is  an 
I  excellent  general  and  mav  extricate  him- 
!j£elffrom  his  critical  fituation,  but  his 
fate  is  at  prefent  very  doubtful.  The  Te- 
i  legraphic  order  for  all  the  troops  in  march 
'  to  move  from  France  to  Albenga  by  for- 
ced marches,  fliews  the  feeling  of  danger. 
The  report  in  the  former  Paris  Journals 
of  the  re-taking  of  Montenotte,  and  of  the 
Auftrians  at  Savona  being  cut  off  was 
unfounded.    The  affurancc'  in  Oudinot's 
letter,  that  "Savona  is  provifioned,"  fuf- 
ficicntly  fliews  that  the  place  was  befieg- 
ed  when  the  laft  accounts  came  away* 
Oudinot  muft  have  gone  from  Maffena  to 
Souchet  by  fea  ;  hej  cqtl&d  not  pafs  it  by 
landunlefs  the  Auitri.-.ms  were  furrcunded, 
a  fad  w^hirh  wo-'ul  h;'.vc  been  eager! v  an- 
noun.  rd,  if  true<    What  effential  feryico 
P"^ir:  not  the  Britifb  r.avy  have  rendered 
blocUd'm^  Genoa.
